evsied among tha scientno men in Wash- 
ington, Up to the preeint time it has not 
been an imagined possibility that any one 
of the-United State* could be deprived 
of Ha Statehood. Bat what can prevent 
illhepptsing eventually? 


A gentleman connected with the Smith- 


sonian Institute, With tbe greater part of 
the alphabet attached to his name like the 
tail to a kite, talked to the Examiner corre- 
spondent .on tbil subject jost tbe other 
day. He was unwilling to have his name 
«ed, H he observed: 


"I may Tiiit Nevada one of these days 


and I should prefer not to be the central 
figure at a lynching party of indignant 


In answer to the question that begins 


this article be replied: 


"I canedt set any exact date fur such au 


•cetirrenc*, bat it will be before long. 
Ao 


cording to the last census Nevada only 
•hows a pepulation of 45,000 souls all tola, 
and this number is fast diniauhiag. 


"Nevada will, before many years have 


passed, be, to all intents and purposes, a 
dead Stats— defunct as is the moon. So 
rapidly has it been undergoing the process 
Of depopulation that it has now fewer peo 
pie in it than ordinarily go to make up n 
good-sized town. 


"Now, what IB the reason of this? 
"It is very simple. Nevada'^ resources 


are ef a mineral nature und they ere being 
exhausted rapidly. 
Boon they will be en 


tirely gone and the people will be unable to 
live there. 


NEVADA ONIiT THE FIBBT. 


"The app tiling thing to contemplate m 


connection with this subject is that this is 
only the first of the States of the Union 
which ate destined to die 
So tremen 


dously prosperous does the country at 
present appear that hardly any one seems 
to have realized the fact that things cannot 
last indefinitely as they are. And yet it is 
believed by many of the deepest ccientiSo 
thinkers of to-day tbat within a few centu- 
ries civilized man will have been wiped ofi 
the face of this continent, tot the simple 
reason that it will no longar support bia 
being. 


• " Through the progressive exhaustion oi 


the resomrcea of the country, one State 
•fter another will necessarily become unin- 
habitable, because it will be incapable ol 
supporting a population. Thus will come 
about the depopulation of one State after 
another, of course by a slow preoesa 
through many years, and there will be pre- 
sented the remarkable phenomenon of the 
dropping from the Union of one State 
after another, because they have coma to 
be BO longer entitled to representation 
under the law by Senators aad Representa- 
tives, Nevada will simply ba the first 
State to succumb to the operatien of this 
inevitable law. 


"The outlook is melancholy. That is 


not to be denied. It is not pleasant to con- 
sider the frame of mind of the last civilized 
man on this continent, a very few centuries 
henee, standing on a sandhill, where once 
the maize luxuriantly grew, and shedding a 
silent tear of reflection on the past of a 
continent which is given up'to savagery 
ever more."

TRAINING SCHOOLS FOR NURSES. 


The Hospitals In Now Tork City Whlc> 


Fit Hen »nd TVomm for Nursing. 


Tho Bellevne Training School for 


Nurses wee started on May 1,187S, with 
a superintendent and five nursee, haying 
fivo wards tmder their care. 


In 1890 the school had 62 pupils and 


had graduated 845, while as a direct out- 
growth of that modest beginning there 
are three other great schools in New 
York alone. These are tha New York 
City, which has 04 pupils and has gradu- 
ated 2C3: the New York hospital, with 
43 pupils and 193 graduates, and Mount 
Sinai, with 50 pupils and 111 graduates. 
There are also smaller schools in th« 
city, but, great or email, Bellevne most 
always be honored as the pioneer. Her 
graduates are at the head of most of the 
important schools and hospitals in the 
country, and have even gone so fax 
afield as England, Italy and China. 


The next school to be established was 


the New York city, which was started 
by the commissioners oi charities and 
correction in 1877, and is entirely sup- 
ported by the city. Until 1889 it was 
known as the Charity Hospital school, 
because it began there, but as it grew 
its work spread, until the old name was, 
misleading and bad to be changed. 


It is now the largest and in some re- 


spects the most important of all the 
schools, as it narses five different has 
pitals—Charity and Maternity on Black- 
well's Island, the Infants' hospital on 
Randdl's Island, Gonrerneor, at Gon 
verneur Slip, and Harlem, at the foot of 
East One Hundred and Twentieth street, 
the two last being accident or emergency 
hospitals, while at Charity the cases are 
largely chronic. Besides the pupils oi 
the school there are thirty-two perma- 
nent trained nurses at Charity and Ban- 
dall's Island, making nearly a hundred 
in all, for whom the superintendent 
directly responsible, and over whom she 
has full authority. The other schools in 
the city are supported from the funds of 
the hospitals which they nurse.—Mrs. 
Frederick Bhinelander Jones in Scrib- 
ner's. 


Fish with Brass Labels. 


If any one engaged in sea fishing should 


capture fish with brass labels tied to their 
tails with aluminum wire or a black silk 
cord an explanation will no doubt be 
somewhat eagerly desired. 
There are 


hundreds of fish so treated in the sea, 
and it need not be concluded that prac- 
tical jokers have been at work. The 
brass label is an indication that the fish 
wearing it has been in the hands of the 
grave men of science who are investigat- 
ing the habits, the food and the growth 
conditions of fish in Scottish waters. Two 
objects are served by the label attach- 
ment. 


In the event pf the fish being recap- 


tured by any one who will give informa- 
tion to the scientific cruisers of the Scot- 
tish fishery board on the Garland there 
will be something known about its mi- 
gratory habits. Its rate of growth in a 
state of freedom may also be investigat- 
ed. It migh t be thought that the chan.ce 
of meeting with these labeled fish, agaii 
would be very small, hut it appears thai 
the Garland cruisers themselves have re- 
captured 2i per cent, of the plaice and 
18 per cent, of the cod wearing their 
medals. But only plaice, cod and skate 
were recaptured. The experiments are 
to be continued on a large scale. They 
do not interfere with the health of the 
fish, which when recaught are plump anc 
in good condition.—London Dlustratec 
News.

hand indicating 8 to the sun and the 
figure 10 oa the watch is due south. My 
American friend was quite surprised 
that I did not know this. Thinking that 
very possibly J waa ignorant of a thing 
that every one else knew, and happening 
to meet Mr. Stanley, I asked that emi- 
nent traveler whether he was aware of 
this simple mode of discovering the 
points of the compass. He said that he 
had never heard of it, I presume, there- 
fore, that the world is in the samo state 
of ignorance.

Impure Ice. 


The Massachusetts board of health has 


examined 76 samples of water and 380 
samples of ice from 58 localities, with 
the result of showing that, contrary to 
general belief, ice may be nearly as im- 
pure as the water from which it forms. 
The crystallization of the water forces 
out tho color, salt, and most of the mat- 
ter in solution, and clear ice from pol- 
luted sources may be comparatively free 
from impurities and the probability of 


in •hiding disease germs. 


But in snow ice and jce formed by 


flooding the impurities become entan- 
gled, so that freezing gives 110 purifica- 
tion. Tli" public is warned by the board, 
therefoio, that ice is unsafe for domestic 
purposes when obtained from a source 
polluted by sewage beyond that which 
wfluld bo allowable in drinking water, 
and thai in general it is much safer to 
use for tli inking water and for placing 
in contact with food that portion of the 
ice that id clear.—Arkausaw Traveler.

length to that rood from the time it led 
Ghat has brought donbla the tetorn to the 
company than the cost to that poiut did 
This is chiefly because of the fact that in 
tatting out from Eeno, nearly thirty miles 
were traversed before a farm was reached, 
and the road to Chat cost, if we remember 
correctly, nearly a half million dollars. 


From Chat northward to Laasen the road 


was, or could be, ooapitrativoly easily 
bmilt, the route traversing ground nearly- 
level, and ties being obtainable at minimum

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT HIMSELF. 


Denis Malioncy Receives a Pistol Wound 


In tbe Groin That Slay Prove Fatal. 


A Sort of Nevada Institution.

It appears that some hood- 
lum, boys Friday stoned his cibin and 
broke out the front window.

Saturday evening he WAS discovered by 


officer Perry considerably under the in- 
fluence df liquor and about to go np town. 
Officer Ferry persuaded him to return to 
hia cabin. As the officer started away Ma- 
hooey discharged hit pistol in the air. The 
officer returned and arrested him, and told 
him he would now have to take him to the 
lockup. 


Mahoney went along with tho officer 


without much trouble until tho west side 
of C street was reached. Then he became 
contrary. Officer Perry called up Richard, 
the blacksmith, and a Mr. Stanley to assist 
him. Tlusa men took hold of Mahoney, 
who branded himself down upon the edge 
of the sidewalk. 


Officer Perry observing^that Mahoney 


had got out his pistol seized bis hand. 
The other men assisting, Mahoney's hand 
was pressed down to the ground. While 
this struggle for the pistol was in progress 
the weapon was accidentally discharged. 
The bullet from it entered Mahoney's left 
;roin and lodged in his body. It is not 
known in what direction the bullet ranged, 
:>ut the wounded man declares ho can feel 
t in bis abdomen. 


Mahoney was taken to the hospital. 
Dr. 


iVcbber says the wound may not prove 
i-'al, bat he fears the bullet cut the bladder 
which would surely produce a fatal result. 


Mahoney is about 26 years ol age and 


unmarried. He has a sister here and one 
n San Francisco; also has several olher 
relatives on the Corns took.

Tho recent appointment of two wo- 


men as ticket agents at tho Boernm 
place station of the Kings County Ele- 
vated railway has led others to apply 
for places. They are told there are no 
vacancies at present, but their names 
often are taken and reserved for future 
reference. In tho absence of General 
Manager William T. Goundie a repre- 
sentative of the company said recently 
that positively none of the men would 
be turned away to make room for 
women. 
"Bnt,w it was asked, "is it to be the 


rule hereof tax that women will be ap- 
pointed to fill vacancies as they may 
occur?" 
"There is no reason why women 


should not be appointed," was the reply. 
"Wo believe they will prove honeBt and 
capable." 
The official, however, would not com- 


mit Mmnaif as to whether or not thia 
was to be the future policy of the com- 
pany. There are drawbacks to the em- 
ployment of women. A ticket agent on 
the elevated roads, as everybody knows, 
has often to deal with gome pretty ugly 
customers. The two women who are 
now acting as ticket agents are not de- 
terred by thia consideration. 


Of the two female ticket agents, one 


goes on duty at 5 a. m. and stays until 3 
p. m.—ten hours. She is relieved then 
by the other, who remains until 1 
o'clock the next morning—ten hours. 
They will bo expected to work seven 
days in the week, the same aa the men. 
He said they understand this, and had 
offered no objection. It is said the road 
had economy in view when it introduced 
the innovation. The men are paid $13 
per week, whereas the women receive 
|9. A saving at $3 n week out of each 
of the eighty-eight ticket agents on the 
road would mean $264 a week for the 
owners.—New York Sun.
